term ot" flve years, the two English- 
speaking nations ajree to abide ia peace 
and without resort to arms, all possible 
Questions of controversy being referred 
to B. court of arbitration, tvllh cbe single 
exception that neither nation surrenders 
Ifs honor or dignity, to .the judgment of 
arbltrs-tlq.n. Later in the day President 
Cleveland sent the treaty and message, 
earnestly approving it, to the senate. ' 


The treaty consists, of 13 articles, and

column. One of the last points to be de- 
cided was that King Oscar II. of Sweden 
end.Norway is to act as filial arbitrator 
In case the others fail to agree on the 
final meihber'or the'courL The accept- 
ance of the king and the final agreement 
on that detail was not cabled to Wash- 
ington until late Sunday sight, and even 
then one small detail remained to receive 
the approval of the BritiSh foreign office.

It is stated in the foreign office advices 


that the party was unarmed when It left 
the consulate at Benin, on the west side 
(it the Niger, traveling toward the Ada- 
magu country. They.fl'ere surprised on 
the frontier territory .-.["Benin City, where 
they were nrtd upon, sun-ounded and 
inassacred. The object oC the mission 
Is not yet known. 


Denln City is within the Klser protec- 


torate, and is 60 miles up the river Benin. 
The population Is 50,000, and It Is gov- 
erned by'a priesthood, which Is notorious 
for human massacres. It is though t that 
the massacre Is possibly connected with 
tne recent escape of the king of the Okrlk 
tribe to New Calabar, who was cap- 
tured by the British. 


It Is feared that the disaster will have 


a bad effect on the Niger company's ex- 
pedition, which Is about to .proceed 
against the EmlrofNupe. 


A telegram from Lagos says that the 


expedition against the Emir ot Nupe is 
still waiting at Lokoja. This expedition, 
sent out by the Royal Niger company, 
consists of 500 Hussa troops, six Max- 
ims. 26 mounted European officers and 
900 carriers. It IB expected that It will 
march against Foula's forces at Kabba, 
southv.-est of the Niger. Sir George Gol- 
dle, the governor, has arrived, and will 
accompany the column.

Arbitration Treaty With Eng- 


land Now Signed, 


PEESIDENT'S MESSAGE TO THE 


TT. S. SENATE. 


Controversies 
Referred to 


Board for Five Years. 


, Jan. 12.—Secretary OIney, 


In beSalf of the United States, and Sir 
Julian Pauncefote. on the part of Great 
Britain, yesterday affixed their signa- 
tures to a r.ew treaty, by -which, for ;i 
term ot flve years, the two Engllsh- 
Si'jeaklng nations asrree to abide in peace 
and without resort to arras, all possible 
questions of controversy being referred 
to a court at arbitration, with the single 
exception that neither nation surrenders 
Us honor or dignity to the Judgment of 
arbitration. Later in the day President 
Cleveland sent the treaty and message, 
earnestly approving it, to the senate. 


The treaty consists oC li articles, and 


In print would fill about a newspaper 
tolurnn. One of the last points to bade- 
cided was that King Oscar II. of Sweden 
r.ntl Norway is to act as final arbltrater 
In case the others fall to agree on tlin. 
final member of the court. The accept- 
ance of the king and the final agreement 
on that detail was not cabled to Wash- 
ington until late Sunday nlffht, and even 
then one small detail remained to receive 
the approval of the BritlSn foreign office. 


At 11:20 yesterday morning a cable- 


pram from Lord Salisbury removed this 
lost question and left the way clear for 
the formal execution of the Instrument. 
Immediately on receiving the cable from 
].,ord Salisbury, Sir Julian Pauncefote, 
accompanied by Lord Cough, first sec- 
rc-tary oiT the embassy, proceeded to the 
state department. They were met In the 
secretary's private office "by Mr. OIney 
and his private secretary; Mr. Bland- 
ford, and Mr. Criglcr, who, as chief of 
the bureau of diplomatic correspondence, 
has charge of the drafting of treaties. 
There were a fow formaltles, as the sig- 
natures were buf the culmination of a 
negotiation covering many weeks, dur- 
ing which a complete understanding has 
been reached on every phase ot the sub- 
ject. 


It was felt, however, that the moment 


•was an eventful one. The diplomatic 
bureau had prepared two copies of the 
documents. They were not in any sense 
ornate. The articles of agreement were 
engrossed In a fair hand on the simple 
red margined parchment paper ordina- 
rily used for treaties by the state de- 
partment. These copies were laid upon- 
the secretary's desk, and then occurred 
a very necessary formality. The British 
ambassador produced a formidable look- 
Ing: document signed by Lord Salisbury 
certifying that he (the ambassador) was 
authorized to sign for the British gov- 
ernment a treaty bearing on the subject 
specified. 
Secretary OIney replied by 


showing a letter from President Cleve- 
land delegating to him authority to sign 
the proposed convention. Having thus 
eatlsfled themselves that everything was 
being conducted In regular order, the 
principles proceeded to the signature of 
the 
duplicate 
treaties. 
Sir 
Julan 


Pauncefote had the honor ot signing 
tlrut. 
Secretary 
OIney Immediately 


placed his signature after that of the 
ambassador. Tills will be known aa the 
British copy, and will never leave the 
possession of thn.t government. Taking 
up the other copy, Secretary OIney 
slsmedltftrst, and Sir Julian signed after 
him. This was the United States copy, 
nnd likewise will remain In the posses- 
sion oC our government. 


After the senate has passed upon It, a 


<opy will be made of our original, and 
this will be used In the final exchange ot 
ratifications later on. Then both of the 
copies were sealed with red wax. Sec- 
retary OIney Impressed his private seal, 
a simple monogram "R. O.," and Sir 
Julian used his family crest, a lion, and 
the ceremonies were complete. 


The pen used was a simple broad point 


steel stuck in a red and black hard rub- 
ber holder, but It will be treasured by the 
pv.'ncr. Mr. Blandford. 


President ClcveliiDcl's Message. 


Following Is the text of the president's 


message transmitting the arbitration 
treaty to the senate: 
: : • ; 


"I transmit herewith a treaty for the 


arbitration of all matters In difference 
between the United States and Great 
Britain. The provisions of the treaty 
BVO the result of long and patient de- 
liberation and represent concessions 
made by each party for the sakeof agree- 
ment upon the general scheme. 


"Though the result reached may not 


meet the views o* the advocates of Im- 
mediate," unlimited ana Irrevocable ar- 
bitration of all 
International contro- 


versies. It is. nevertheless, confidently 
believed tho-t the treaty cannot fp.ll to 
be even-where recognized as making a 
long step In the right direction, and as 
embodying a practical, working plan by 
which disputes between the two coun- 
tries y.-lll reach a peaceful adjustment 
as matter ol course ana In ordinary 
routine. 


"In the Initiation of such an Important 


movement It must be expected that some 
of its features will assume a tentative 
character looking to a further advance; 
and. yet It Is "apparent that'the treaty 
which has been formulated not .only 
makes war between' the parties to It a 
remote possibility, but precludes these 
f".rs and rumors of war, which of them- 
selves too often assume the proportions 
ef a national disaster. 
"• 


"It is eminently fitting, as well as 


fortunate, that the attempt to accom- 
plish.results so beneflcient should be 
Initiated by kindred peoples, speaking 
the same tongue and joined together by 
all the ties of common traditions, com- 
mon Institutions and common aspira- 
tions. The experiment -of substituting 
civilized methods for brute force aa the 
in etna of settling International ques- 
tions of fight will thus be tried under the 
happiest "auspices. Its success ought 
not to be douby'uJ, and the fact that lt> 


ultimate ensuing benefits are not likely 
to be limited to the two countries im- 
mediately concerned should cause It to 
be promoted all the more eagerly.; The 
fxample set and the lesson furnished 
by the successful- operation 
of.• this 


treaty arc sure to be felt ajid taken to 
heart, sooner or later, by the other na- 
tions,-and will thus mark the beginning 
of a new epoch In civilization. 


"Profoundlyfimpressed as I am. there- 


fore, by. the .promise of ' transcendant 
good which this'treaty affords, I do not 
hesitate to accompany its transmission 
with an expression of my earnest-hope 
that it may commend Uself to the favor- 
able consideration of the senale.

Senators generally expressed them- 


selves as loth to discuss the arbitration 
treaty between this country and Great 
Britain, on the ground that they had not 
seen H. 'Senator Cullom of Illinois said 
that he was a believer In arbitration on 
general prnciples, and be hoped that the 
reported treaty wauld prove satisfac- 
tory. 


Senator Vllas (Dem., Wls.) spoke in a 


similar strain, faying., that white he 
knew nothing of the present convention 
he was a supporter of any properly di- 
rected efEort to secure international ar- 
bitration, adding that he was especially 
zealous In his support' of any proper 
measure to secure arbitration, between 
the United States and Great Butaln. 


"I believe," he said, "that the Anglo- 


Saxon race is destined .to conquer the 
earth, and that there ought to -be a close 
alliance • between -these t\vo great na- 
tions. I don't, of course, want to --be 
understood as saying that they should 
conquer by force of arms, but by their 
beniflcent institutions .and superior 
clvllizatons." 


The senator thought this end might be 


promoted by a proper arbitration treaty. 
He did not, however, approve the selec- 
tion of the ruler of any continental 
European country as umpire In a matter 
of this kind, saylng-that he would rather 
trust tc the fairness of Queen Victoria.
